This amendment responds to the Office Action dated August 9, 2000 (Paper No. 
10). Please amend the above-noted application as follows: 



IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please amend claims 1 and 12 as follows: 
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1. (Twice Amended) A semiconductor device comprising: 
an active area being provided witb4t least one MOS transistor; and 
an insulating film defining said/active area, wherein 

said active area is set in a shape having a concave part in a shape along a plan view, 
said active area is provide^with: 
an ordinary region, and 

a depressed region having an edge portion being depressed beyond said ordinary 



region due to presence of said concave part,
